Not many people who have thought upon the ills 
‘of this earth will be disposed to deny that, nor will 
history be likely to say at last anything different 
‘than Dr. Stresemann says of. the League of Na- | 
tions. As difficult as it was to estabilsh such an) 
international society upon the heels of the war, the | 
‘world’s need of it was never lessened by those diffi- | 
‘eulties. Dr. Stresemann commends it. He says it | 
is henceforth to be a medium in arranging the af- 
fairs of Europe. | 

It would be strange, indeed, if he felt any differs | 
ently than he does. The Versailles treaty left a pros- | 
trate Germany under the heel of the conqueror. There 
was but one escape from the inevitable tyranny and 
injustices of such a condition, and that was by what 
Dr. Stresemann terms the conciliative processes of 
plain talk between man and man. It had not been 
the custom in Europe for men to sit down together 
and discuss the affairs of nations. There was sup- 
posed to be in them a-necessity for aloofness, and 
what Dr. Stresemann calls the colorless exchanges 
‘of diplomatic correspondence. These did not serve 
the necessities of the Germans after the war. They 
meeded to meet their conquerors and have abated 
the passions which had thrust upon them the rigors 
of the Versailles Treaty. The League of Nations of- 
‘fered them a means of doing this. There had never 
- been any such medium for intimate and personal dis- 
cussion between nations. It was something new 
under the sun, and as something new and serviceable 
Dr. Stresemann applauds it. 

So that is the new Europe. An immeasurable gain | 
for civilization has been made, despite the seeming | 
ifor a long time that no such gain was possibie. We | 
must believe that the Europeans are the best judges 
of what serves the purposes of Europe. What we may 
think, or what may remain among us of the conflict 
generated by the origins of the League, are in no wise | 
comparable to what the German Foreign Minister in | 
the stress of terrible necessity has found true 
about it. 

We who have witnessed this drama, who saw its be- | 
ginnings and curselves participated in some of its 
scenes, from gysat roles as protagonists to parts as 
little as outsid? shouts, know now how civilization 
progresses. It ‘s down no primrose path of dalliance 
that she makes her way.

Part of Paul Tietjens’ 
New Grand Opera, “In 
the Tents of the 
Arabs,” Will Be Given 
First Production. 


ST. LOUIS DAY program 

makes unusual the St. Louis 

Symphony Orchestra’s “Pop” 
concert at the Odeon at 3:15 p. m. 
today and serves to present the 
music of six St. Louls composers 
while affording the opportunity for 
a debut with the orchestra to Mrs. 
Aline Howard, coloratura soprano, 
a St. Louis singer. 

Rudolph Ganz, Ernest Kroeger, 
Frederick Fischer, Paul Tietjens, 
Ellis Levy and Mrs. Dorothy Gay- 
nor Blake are the composers to be 
represented in the offering of 
Louls music. Mr. Ganz’s ‘St. Louis 
Symphony” march will open. the 
program. Mr. Kroeger will be heard 
when he conducts his own “Lalla 
Rookh” suite. Mr. Levy will con- 
duct two numbers from his. own 
“Suite in Forest Park” “At the 
Bear Pits” and “‘Rain Drops.” Mrs. 
Blake’s delightful “Irish Dance”’ 
will be played. ‘Mr. Fischer will be 
conductor for his own Epilogue to 
“St Louis 100 Years Ago,’’ the cen- 
tennial play which celebrated Mis- 
souri’s admission into statehood. 

An outstanding feature of the 
program will be a first hearing of 
the “Scene Orientale” and “Inter- 
mezzo” from Paul Tietjens’ new 
grand opera, “In the Tents of the 
Arabs.” which the composer is de- 
veloping from a libretto by Mary 
Aldis based upon Lord Dunsany’s 
play of that name. The “Scene 
Orientale” portrays the departure 
of a band of Arab pilgrims for 
Mecca, with the confusion of the 
setting forth to the chant of an 
Arab song, the tune of which is au- 
thentically Arabian.

He assured us there wasn't 
a headache in a gallon of the stuff, and ac- 
cepting his statement as from the lips of @ 
prophet, we bade fair to prove it, whether 
or no. Indeed, we rose to great heights, all 
four of us, that evening, and I would that 
I could recall even one thing we said. But 
it grew darker and darker outside, and at 
last we *xchanged our farewells and de 
parted, chanting hymne of victory. It wasa 
wild ride homeward. I gave the venerable 
beast the rein, and he fairly leapt, with all 
the fervor of manger-longing, down the 
long slopes.

HAT is the side Sterling usually put 

up in public. A boy's spirit encased 

in this man who had got into his 
fifties. Sterling, rolling about in the grass, 
convulsed with joy over some boyish prank 
or other. A story is told of what Sterling 
did on that sad night that ended June of 
1919, the night Mr. Volstead’s sad joke 
sneaked down upon us. Sterling, on that 
night, flew like a disciple of Bacchus from 
one bright light to another in that part of 
San Francisco where gayety was brightest 
with reporters following in his wake to tell 
the tale in the next day’s papers of what 
this poet had been about. And this same 
Sterling used to strip among the gray rocks 
of the Carmel coast. Striking through the 
water, his lithe body a very part of it. This 
Sterling whose face so resembled that of 
Dante that sculptors have remarked that 
were it to freeze into marble it easily might 
pass for the bust of the great Italian. 

Not long ago Sterling found his last 
romance. She was a Mrs. Beatrice Worlock 
of San Francisco. They were to be married, 
and though no date had been set, all their 
friends knew of it. But this very romance 
is said to have preyed upon the poet's mind. 
A great deal of his last work wound Itself 
about her. These verses held promise of 
great happiness. But they say of Srerling 
that while women played a great part in his 
life and in the inspiration of his writing, he 
never found love. Always he sought it as 
a thing of beauty; it was said he needed the 
maternal love of some woman who could 
understand his nature. But never had he 
found that which he sought, in .ts entirety. 
Fear that he would again fail in his quest 
may have been the motivating cause for 
his suicide.

NEW ORLEANS, 
HE Volstead pad- 
lock has clicked on 
the door of Amer- 
ica's oldest saloon. 
The Old Absinthe 
House, on the corner 
of Bourbon and 
Bienville streets tn 
New Orleans, is out 
of business after 
120 years spent in 
Slaking of thirsts. And in all that time, just 
five years less than a century and a quar. 
ter, the Old Absinthe House has been the 
property of the descendants of Francisco 
Juncadella, the emigre Spaniard from the 
Catalan who first bought the place and in- 
stalled the bar that is known all over the 
world. 

America’s oldest 
sinthe House was more 


saloon! The Old Ab- 
than that That 
ancient building on the corner of Bourbon 
and Bienville, in the heart of the Vieux Carre 
—-the old French quarter—-was a page ou 
which was-written one of the most vivid and 
colorful chapters in America’s history. Be- 
neath that ancient roof, with its slate and 
sheets of lead; within those walls of thin 
and narrow brick, brought to New Orleans 
in the holds of sailing ships, laid and faced 
with stucco; behind those great doors of 
heavy planks, hinged and braced with tron 
hammered out by the hands of slave black- 
smiths, scenes have been enacted that have 
no counterpart today save in the pages of 
uistories or of the romantic historical nové}j, 

Soldiers and buccaneers, gallants in silk 
stockings and buckled shoes, with lace at the 
throat and wrists, with rapler at sides, have 
drunk at that bar and reveled there. States-

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What the British Peerage Is Doing to Fight the Pauperizing Effects of Taxation That 


Sometimes Exceeds

LONDON. 

ITY the Old Nobill- 

ty!’ isthe cry which 

is being raised by 

the bearers of some 

of the proudest ti- 

tles in Britain. And 

apart from those 

poor members of 

the aristocracy who 

lack the cash to 

~. keep up style com- 

~~ mensurate with 

dignity, even. the wealthiest peers are find- 

ing it difficult to make both ends meet in 

these days of intensive taxation, which, 

while affecting all classes, probably hits the 

owners of historic landed estates hardest of 
all. 

Famous castles, parks, paintings, art 
treasures and other adornments of historic 
mansions are being sold almost daily to en- 
able thelr erstwhile owners to meet the de- 
mands of the tax-collector, with the result 
that there are relatively few “‘big’’ estate 
owners left in the country. These, whether 
large or small, have had to turn themselves 
into companies in order to evade, or save, 
part of the taxes. No fewer than eight dukes 
(out of Britain's 26 wearers of the straw- 
berry leaved coronets), four marquises, a 
dozen earls and many other noblemen are 
now, for all revenue purposes, ‘‘companies, ” 
some “limited,” others ‘‘unlimited,”’ but all 
‘private companies” with a definite com- 
mercial aim in life and as such, may no 
longer be called the “idle rich.” 

Hard things have been said by radicals 
about ‘“‘ducal tax-dedging,’’ but logically 
there was nothing é@lse the gentlemen could 
do if they wished to avoid being crushed 
beneath the millstone, and most economists 
admit that the killing of the golden-egeg- 
laying ducal goose would be bad for the na- 
tional treasury. 


HIS state of affairs is the almost in- 
| evitable corollary of the present tax- 
ation system, instituted largely by Da- 
vid Lloyd George, when the ex-Premier was 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1910, and 
considerably extended by subsequent Chan- 
cellors to meet the world war expenditure 
and post-war liabilities. Lloyd George was 
frankly out to break up the great historical 
estates, and this he has succeeded in doing 
to a great extent, even if he has not secured 
that “‘more even distribution of wealth’ 
which was his political ideal. 
The wealthy raised howls of protest ove: 
the pre-war income

ence of the district in which it is situated, 
rarely falls below 75 cents or $1 to the 
pound, and in poverty-stricken industrial 
areas sometimes exceed the actual value of 
the property. 

The heavy “death duties’ and ‘“‘in- 
heritance taxes’ also fall more severely 
on the landowner of the “old nobility’ 
type, for ancient castles and agricultural 
land will not always fetch their ‘‘official’’ or 
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tax rate of one shil- 
ling and eight pence 
in the pound (about 
40 cents on $4.86), 
with super-tax on 
large incomes, and 
“confiscatory”’’ death 
duties and inherit- 
ance taxes, but as a 
result of the war 
Britain's income tax 
“standard rate” 
stands today at four 
Shillings and six 
pence, or $1.09, on 
every pound of tin- 
come. 

Roughly, the pres- 
ent scale of income 
tax is that all in- 
comes of over $675 
(figuring roughly $5 
to the pound), in 
the case of a bach- 
elor or spinster, or 
$1125 for married 
folk, pay $1.09 to the pound, or 22 1-2 per 
cent. There are certain exemptions, abate- 
ments and allowances, and variations under 
different schedules of income, earned and 
unearned, which reduce the percentage 
for sums up to $2600 annually, but the 
full $1.09 is levied on all amounts over 
$2500. 

Then there is an additional ‘‘super-tax’ 
on incomes of over $10,000, ranging from 
$1.06 on the first $2600 to $1.25 on ex- 
cesses up to $125,000. Incomes over $125.- 
000 pay $1.45 on all poundage in excess of 
this figure. So that for every pound of 
income over $125,000, or 25,000 pounds, 
the ‘unfortunate’ recipient bas to turn over 
to the tax collector exactly fifty-two-and-a- 
half per cent (plus, of course, the graded 
amounts to $1.09 downwarda, on the rest of 
his income). 

This sort of thing presses heavily enough 
on folk whose incomes come in the form of 
regular dividends, or commercial profits, 
but the position of the land-owning magnate 
is more serious for the capital value of 
his estate is ‘‘assessed’’ by officials, and 
the revenues therefrom do not always come 
up to expectations. In addition, al) land- 
owners and householders have to pay local 
“Tates,”’ or taxes on the officially assessed 
“rateable value’ of the property, which, 
Varying according to the poverty or afflu- 
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historic value. The tax collectors insist on 
cash, and will not accept a proportionate 
section of a big estate, even if it were of- 
fered in payment. Commencing with a mod- 
est one per cent on fortunes of $500, two 
per cent on $2600, three per cent on $5000. 
four per cent on $25,000 and five per cent 
on $50,000, the death duties department 
Claims at an ever-increasing rate up to 25 
per cent on fortunes of $1,250,000, 28 per 
cent on $2,500,000 and 30 per cent on es- 
tates of $5,000,000.

obtained by wise peers turning 
themselves into companies, and this 
practice may prevent the total break 
up of the relatively few remaining big 
estates. Companies are not liable for 
death duties, or super-tax, or inheritance 
tax. The holders of shares therein are, of 
course, liable in respect of their ‘‘dividends’’ 
therefrom, but a company operating on busi- 
ness lines can charge up large sums for 
maintenance, development and management 
of an estate which a private owner cannot 
do. By turning an estate into a company, 
the principal owner can allot a bunch of 
shares to his heir and other relatives, equiv- 
alent perhaps, to 
the amount they 
would have re- 
ceivead on his de- 
mise, but which, 
provided he does 
not die within 
three years, would 
be totally exempt 
from = sinheritance 
tax.

The Earl of Rosebery, ex-Premier and 
owner of no fewer than three Derby win- 
ners, married a Rothschild heiress, and 
from her estate alone their children were 
adequately provided for. His heir, Lord 
Dalmeny, incorporated himself some time 
back, in respect of his own personal posses- 
sions, but of course he is in with his father 
on the latest ‘‘flotation,’’ Rosebery Estates, 
which deals with the bulk of the property 
he will inherit with the earldom in due 
course. Incidentally, the articles of associa- 
tion of Rosebery Estates, which is capital- 
ized at the modest nominal figure of $1,- 
812,500, especially prohibit any invitation 
to the public to subscribe for shares or deb- 
entures. Rosebery is a Scottish peer, and 
it is open to question whether this provi- 
sion was designed to keep the public out 
of a presumed ‘‘good thing” or to prevent 
soine future Ear! playing ducks and drakes 
with the family estates by selling out to a 
confiding public. 

Other Dukes who have taken the busi- 
nesslike precaution to incorporate as com- 
panies are their Graces of Portland, Buc- 
cleugh, Marlborough, Sutherland, Grafton 
and Montrose. Marquises are ‘“‘The Most 
Nobles’’ of Northampton, Linlithgow, Zet- 
land and Granby (who is now Duke of Rut- 
land, so is doubly incorporated). Earls in- 
clude their Lordships of Moray Leven and 
Melville, Mexborough, Ellesmere (exceed- 
ingly wealthy), Ilchester, Lucan, Dudley, 
Strathmore and Kinghorne, the father of the 
Duchess of York. who may be grandfather of 
a King of England some day. Viscount 
Wimborne, Lords Leaconfield, Methuen, Sal- 
toun and Hylton are among the most 
prominent of other peers incorporating. 


HERE are, of course, rich peers and 
poor peers, and it does not follow that 
all those to incorporate are wealthy 
“tax dodgers.’ Some of the estates are run. 
for sentimenta] reasons, on bare working 
costs, and if it were not that their owners 
had other sources of income, could not be 
run at all. Naturally, all sources of income 
are put into the “company.” and by careful 
administration the present holders hope to 
perpetuate the estates with the titles. 

All Dukes are not as wealthy as their 
Graces of Devonshire and Portland, for ex- 
ainple. He of Portland is the owner of Wel- 
beck Abbey, one of the most luxurious and, 
probably, the most unsalable, mansions in 
the country. Welbeck has marvelous un- 
derground ballrooms. In fact, a regular un- 
derground palace, built to the orders of a 
former *Duke who hated publicity and 
couldn't stand strangers driving up to his 
doors. 

Portland is popular, as also are Devon- 
shire and the Earls of Rosebery, Derby and 
other noblemen, whom one would never ac- 
cuse of such a crime as “‘tax-dodging.”’ Such 
men are actuated by the desire to preserve 
their ancestral halls for their successors, 
ana under the present schedule of taxation 
they do not see how it can be done other- 
wise. They do not wish to burden their heirs 
with a white elephant like Belvoir Castle, 
for example, which keeps the really poor 
Duke of Rutland struggling to convince the 
tax collectors that he is not a millionaire, 
except in income-tax form figures. 

It must be said, in conclusion, that the 
majority of these titled owners of histori 
estates regard their property as a debt o! 
honor and do not rely upon the _ fami}: 
estates in the country to provide them wit: 
an ever-increasing income. They conside: 
that they have a duty to their tenants and 
dependents.

NE HUNDRED AND

Professor Wrong, who is a member of the 
American Historical Society, has conducted 
lohg and exhaustive researches into the 
events of Colonial days, and especially into 
the military exploits of George Washington.

FTER the fall of New York there fol-

The answer was defiance; and on the next 
day Howe attacked in overwhelming force. 
There was severe fighting. The casualties 
of the British were nearly 500, but they took 
the huge fort, with its 3000 defenders and 
a great quantity of munitions of war. Howe's 
threat was not carried out. There was no 
massacre. 

Across the river at Fort Lee the helpless 
Washington watched this great. disaster. He 
had need still to look out, for Fort Lee was 
itself doomed. On the nineteenth Lord Corn- 
wallis, with 5000 men, crossed the river five 
miles above Fort Lee. General Greene bare- 
ly escaped with the 2000 men in the fort, 
leaving behind 140 cannon, stores, toois. and 


even the men’s blankets. On the twentieth 
the British flag was floating over Fort Lee 
and Washington's whole force was in rapid 
flight across New Jersey, hardly pausing 
until it had been ferried over the Delaware 
River into Pennsylvania. 

Treachery, now linked to military disaster. 
made Washington's position terrible. Charles 
Lee, Horatio Gates and Richard Montgom- 
ery were three important officers of the reg- 
ular British army who fought on the Amer- 
ican side. Montgomery had been killed at 
Quebec; the defects of Gates were.not yet 
conspicuous; and Lee was, next to Wash- 
ington, the most trusted American General. 

The names Washington and Lee of the 
twin forts on opposite sides of the Hudson 
show how the two Generals stood in the 
public mind. While disaster was overtak- 
ing Washington, Lee had 7000 men at North 
Castle, on the east bank of the Hudson, a 
few miles above Fort Washington, blocking 
Howe's advance farther up the river. 


N THE day after the fall of Fort 
() Washington, Lee received positive or- 

ders to cross the Hudson at. once. 
Three days later Fort Lee fell, and Washing- 
ton repeated the order. Lee did not budge. 
lie was safe where he was and could cross 
the river and get away into New Jersey 
when he liked. He seems deliberately to 
have left Washington to face complete dis- 
aster and thus prove his incompetence; then, 
as the undefeated General, he could take 
the chief command. 


There is no evidence that he had intrigued 
with Howe, but he thought that he could be 
the peacemaker between Great Britain and 
America, with untold possibilities of ambi- 
tion in that role. He wrote of Washington 
at this time, to his friend Gates as weak and 
“most damnably deficient."' Nemesis, how- 
ever, overtook him. In the end he had to re- 
treat across the Hudson to Northern New 
Jersey. Here many of the people were To- 
ries Lee fell into a trap, Was captured in 
bed at a tavern by a hard-riding party of 
British cavalry, and carried off a prisoner, 
obliged to bestride a horse in nightgown and 
slippers.

In December, though the _ position of 
Washington was very bad, all was not lost. 
The chief aim of Howe was to secure the line 
of the Hudson, and this he had not achieved. 
At Stony Point, which lies up the Hudson 
about 50 miles from New York, the river 
narrows and passes through what is almost a 
mountain gorge, easily defended. Here 
Washington had erected fortifications which 
made it at least difficult for a British force 
to pass up the river. Moreover, in the high- 
lands of Northern New Jersey, with head- 
quarters at Morristown, General Sullivan, 
recently exchanged, and General Gates, now 
had Lee's army and also the remnants of the 
force driven from Canada. But in retreat- 
ing across New Jersey, Washington had been 
forsaken by thousands of men, beguiled in 
part by the Tory population, discouraged by 
defeat, and in many cases with the right to 
go home, since their term of service had ex- 
pired. All that remained of Washington's 
army after the forces of Sullivan and Gates 
joined him across the Delaware in Pennsyl- 
vania, was about 4000 men. 


Howe was determined to have Philadel- 
phia as well as New York and could place 
some reliance on Tory help in Pennsylvania.

| F HE made sure of New Jersey he could 
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and it looked as if the war was really over. 

In this darkest hour Washington struck a 
blow which changed the whole situation.

Now, however, was he to show 
his strongest quality as a General to be audac- 
ity. At the battle of the Marne, in 1914, the 
French General, Foch, sent the dispatch: “My 
center is giving way; my right is retreating;

7 ASHINGTON'S position seemed as 
W nearly hopeless, and he, too, 
had need of some striking action.

It was Germans who held the line of the 
Delaware, some 1300 of them, under Colone! 
Rahl, at Trenton; 2000 under Von Donop, 
farther down the river, at Bordentown; and 
with Germans, perhaps more than any other 
people, Christmas is a season of elaborate 
festivity. On this, their first Christmas away 
from home, many of the Germans would be 
likely to be off their guard, either through 
homesickness or dissipation. They cared 
nothing for either side. There had been 
much plundering in New Jersey, and dis- 
cipline was relaxed. 


Howe had been guilty of the folly of mak- 
ing strong the posts farthest from the enemy 
and weak those nearest to him.
